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The History of Bank ‘Holidays : Origin of the Omnibus : 
An TIrishwoman’s Flight : 
_ The Oldest Ball Game : 


Public Holidays. 


It may be ratber surprising to find that 
Bank holidays seem to have been more 
numerous a century or so ago than at 
present. The Bank of England was closed 
on about 35 days in the year, these holi- 
days being certain saints’ days and anni- 
versaries, and enjoyed chiefly by persons 
employed in Government offices. After 
1854 these were restricted to four, the 
specified dates being Good Friday, lst of 
May, 1st of November, and Christmas Day. 
By Lord Avebury’s Act, passed 25th May, 
1871, the Bank holidays to be observed 
were Easter Monday, Whit Monday, the 
first Monday of August, and December 26. 
This applied to England and Ireland, but 
for Scotland the days that were made 
Bank holidays were New Year’s Day, 
Good Friday, the first Mondays of May 
and August, and Christmas Day. St. 
Patrick’s Day was made a special Bank 
holiday in Ireland in 1903. There has 
been a tendency in recent years to increase 
the number of public holidays. In the 
British Colonies the number of such is 
usually six or eight, and in parts of 
Australia, or Victoria and Queensland, 
the number of public holidays in the year 
rises to thirteen or fourteen. Canada has 
eicht general holidays, one of which is the 
birthday of the Sovereign. New South 
Wales includes among its nine public holi- 
days both the King’s birthday and that of 
the Prince of Wales. 


Ghe Omnibus. 


The omnibus is a much older institution 
than the “ Diary ’’ gave it credit for, says 
a friend. Its centenary actually fell m 
the beginnm@mg of this year. It was on 
January 30th, 1828, that authority was 
first given for a Paris street service to 
enable everybody, soldier, sailor, tinker, 
tailor, or whatever may be their French 
equivalents, to ride in carriages like better 
endowed folk. The name omnibus suited 
admirably, and it stuck. 

Remarkable vehicles they 
been, these first omnibuses. Something 
like the old stage-coaches, they were 
hauled by three horses driven abreast, and 
had three separate compartments, with 
different fares. Anybody who rode in a 
Paris horse “bus before it was replaced by 
the motor autobus some years ago wil! 
remember that right up to the last it was 
drawn by three horses, and even to-day, 
as in most Continental cities, both autobus 
and tram are divided into two compart- 
ments. 


ACemories of Le Touquet. 


For the participators, active and pas- 
sive, in the hideous tragedy just disclosed, 
Le Touquet is a name of nothing but 
horror.. Yet ten years ago the place meant 
escape from horror. For temporary 
soldiers to come down from the line to Le 
Touquet was like entering Elysium, 
though they knew that the relief was only 
a passing one. Here were sighing, singing 
trees, with safe shades instead of torn 
woods always guffawing to shells that flew 
over them. Here was a level stretch of 
sand by the sea, with two tall lighthouses, 
Paris Plage way, albeit eerily unlighted. 

Here, too, was walking and bathing, 
with no smoke of transports smirching 
the horizon. In such surroundings, by 
mere contrast, it was hard to believe that 
there was a war on at all. Except for 
one thing—men came to Le Touquet with 
the smell of burning still on them. They 
could not contain their thoughts, but must 
needs talk the grimmest of grim shop to 
their fellows. But all were alike in this 
respect, so it seemed nothing singular. It 
is the isolated crime that causes most 
confusion.

Royalties, it appears, are not above 
suspicion in the matter of paying their 
lawful debts.

The great interest taken in the Feis 
Ceoil recalls many memories of those 
early days when it first encouraged Irish 
boys and girls to devote themselves to the 
divine art. Many have since gone far 
afield and won distinction in distant 
lands; but their identities are veiled 
under professional aliases, and, in the 
case of girls, by matrimonial changes of 
name.

After her husbanl’s 
death, three years ago, she went to the 
South of France, where she sang at many 
concerts in aid of French and ‘Wnglich 
hospitals, and was heard in Lon Jpn last 
winter.

It is suggested that this should be 
adopted as a slogan for Irish people 
though, indeed, it is strange that it should 
be necessary; for no more delicious or 
wholesome item on the dinner menu can 
be found, as other nations have long since 
discovered. lt was, however, a French- 
man who made the remark that England 
had many religions, but only one sauce, 
and it was also from France came the 

roverb: “ C’est la sauce qui fait manger 

potsson,”’ so we may take i+ that our 
absence of a variety of sauces is at fault. 
Parsley and butter is a very tasty and 
excellent addition to a good cut of salmon, 
but other kinds of fish require something 
more piquant. Moreover, fish needs some 
skill in cooking. We are told that fish 
was, and still is, regarded as a penance 
food in Ireland, and we can recall that in 
former days, when apprentices “ lived in,”’ 
they stipulated they were not to be given 
salmon more than three times a week ! 


Sir Bertram Windle. 


As supplementa] to the remarks made 
recently on Sir B. C. A. Windle, a friend 
tells me that when the honour of Knight- 
hood was conferred on him he received a 
postcard on which the following verse was 
written :— 

'“ He who twanged on the lyre 

Can never aspire 

To anything higher 

Than the rank of Esquire! 

But I, who remember you dight as a jib, 
In hope that you still take delight in a squib, 
Am pleased to be able to write 

A squib to you now as a Knight. 

And as poets foretell—that’s their art— 

I shall rhyme for you yet as a Part.” 

The author was a college contemporary, 
and Sir Bertram was much amused. 

On obtaining his medical degree Sir 
Bertram Windle went to Birmingham, 
where he met Sir J. Chamberlain and 
Cardinal] Newman. Under the Cardinal’s 
influence he joined the Roman Catholic 
Church. His father, the Revi A. Windle, 
was for many years rector of the Mariners’ 
Church, Kingstown, anl an extremely low 
Churchman. As President of University 
College, Cork, he was not popular because 
of his strong Unionist opinions, which his 
change of religion did not alter. His 
brother is Colonel Reginald Windle, Army 
Medical Service. 


Ghe Oldest of the Ball Games. 


Which is really the oldest of the ball 
games?

But in these days 
when tennis is attracting a greater fo'low- 
ing than ever before it is fitting to 
remember that it is a gauo of imme- 
morial antiquity. 

It is said that in this respect the only

ectual one of chess. The classicists who 
play tennis seem to identify it with the 
game which Nausicaa and her maidens 
played by the seashore of Pheeacia. It is 
said that before Henry VIII. became so 
occupied with other rursuits he was no 
mean player of the game. Other royaltzes 
whose names are intimately associated 
with tennis were Edward VII. and 
Charles I. 

To-day tennis is known to most people 
through lawn tennis, which has grown out 
of it, and which has 1 ade great strides 
during the short fifty years of its exist- 
ence. Rackets, squash rackets, and bad- 
minton are other variants of th» game of 
real tennis, whose history, as I have 
remarked, gces back into the mist of ages.

As a diplomatist and financial ambas- 
sador Mr. Norman is facile princeps. In 
appearance he is more like an artist than 
the keen business man accustomed to deal- 
ing with the abstruse financial problems of 
his own and other countries. Sir Robert 
Horne, a former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has described Mr. Norman as 
having more the appearance of a philo- 
sopher than a man of business. ‘‘ Put the 
velvet cap of the scholar on his head, and 
he would recall to you an old print of 
some medisval teacher.’’ 

Mr. Philip Snowden, another prede- 
cessor of Mr. Churchill’s, on meeting Mr.

ART IN THE PIT. 


AMBITIONS OF A MINER- 
PAINTER. 


Among men and youths in the Nottingham- 
shire coalfields who spend the greater part of 
their time in coal mines there would appear 
to be ample talent in arts and crafts. 

At Rufford pit one of the workers is Mr. 
Robert Holloway, who has exhibited works 
in oil at Doncaster, Sheffield and Nottingham 
Castle exhibitions. i 

So impresed have the District Welfare 
Committee been with the work oí another 
miner, Mr. Gilbert Daykin, that they have 
granted him a scholarship tenable at the Not- 
tingham School of Art, which he now at- 
tends two days a week. He works with oil, 
water colour and pastel, and recently exe- 
cuted a commission to paint pictures for 
presentation to the managing director and 
the agent to the Stavely Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. 

In an interview Mr, Daykin stated that he 
was fond of drawing and painting from his 
earliest years, but as he ha to go into the 
pit at thirteen vears of age his opportunities 
to study were limited.

ASPECTS OF ENGLISH 
LIFE. 
——— 
SHREWD JUDGMENTS. 


————— 
(SPECIALLY REVIEWED). 


ITH “ Powers and Pillars ” as title, 

there is published a translation oí: 
the book ‘‘ fnglánder,' the work of.a 
German, Rudolph Kircher, who is London 
Correspondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung. 
Mr. Kircher’s studies of English . public; 
men are clever—clever in the strain set by: 
Mr. A. G. Gardiner and the late Mr. E. 
T. Raymond. They have, however, the 
further attraction that they were written 
for German readers. Translated, they help 
English people to see themselves as others, 
are taught to see them. (Powers and 
Pillars: Intimate Portraits of British 
Personalities. By Rudolf Kircher. Lon- 
don. Collins. 25s. net.) 
The public men selected for portrayal in 
many instances are considered less in, their 
own character than in their significance ; 
they are taken as pegs on which to hang 
some discussion of English traits. In 
choosing Jack Hobbs, for example, the 
author does not want to examine the mind 
of the popular Surrey cricketer with any 
fulness: the name simply gives excuse for 
remarks on the place of sport in the life 
of the English masses. Certain states- 
men are looked at more closely, but here 
again the author’s tendency is to cast his 
éyes around on phases of English public 
life in which ‘these men have won 
eminence. : 

Whether persona] or general, the 
author’s remarks always are shrewd in 
themselves and entertaining in their form 
of expression. “ Even at the present: 
time,” Mr. Kircher remarks, ‘‘ when the 
individual is threatened with absorption 
in the crowd, England is still so rich in 
personalities that study of a few of them 
will suffice to elucidate the most important 
phenomena and the most remarkable 
problems of English life.” The '' per- 
sonalities’’ chosen for study include most 
of the prominent statesmen and politicians 
of the day, and, beyond them, a vari 
list extending to Dean Inge, Bertrand 
Russell, Jack Hobbs, and Lord Banbury 
and Lord Bearsted for the “City.” 


THE SCHOLAR-POLITICIAN. 


A study of Lord Balfour as scholar- 
politician leads Mr. Kircher to say that 
the type, whose significance in the past he 
appreciates to the full, has had its day. 
‘* Nowadays a politician must devote him- 
self heart and soul to his work: he must 
abandon his seclusion, and be prepared to 
make sacrifices.’’ That, he remarks, is not 
the way of the scholar-pclitician. ‘‘ Tha 
tall man yonder, walking towards ho 
Duke of York’s steps, with his hands 
behind his back, and his eyes fixed on the 
distance, rather slovenly and ine.egant in 
appearance, like all the Cecils, is Balfour. 
He may be going to his office, but at heart 
he is lingering in the cool halls of the 
Athensum, where, surrounded by books, a 
few old gentlemen, with Plutarch or Plato 
in their hands, are dozing in comfortable 
arm chairs, blissfully dreaming.”’ 

Glancing at Lord Derby the author 
remarks also on the declining authority 
of the class of landowners who recognise 
obligations of public service. The sketch 
of Lord Derby follows one of Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, perhaps the cleverest of these 


portraits. 
THE STATESMAN-DEMOCRAT. 


“ Thomas,” it is remarked, “ is a perfect 

product of modern English democracy. 
Quite incidentally, he is also a statesman ; 
but he has only become one very recently, 
as far as foreign politics are concerned, 
so he has a future. Before that he was 
nothing more than an advocate for 
democracy, acting for Labour as prescribed 
by English trade union tradition. Now, 
thanks to the democratic system, he sits at. 
the same table with dukes, Prime 
Ministers, and plutocrats, as the prole- 
tarian. representative of the millions 
amongst whom he grew up, and to whom 
he belongs; and all this seems so natural 
to him, and so nice and amusing that he 
is continually bubbling over with good 
humour and merriment. ‘Good Lord,’ he 
seems to say, ‘'aven’t I got on! ”’ 
Mr. Baldwin is described as a man of; 
the people in the sense that he came to 
the top as a type of ordinary common- 
sense when there was a revulsion against 
political cleverness. ‘‘ Under the Coali- 
tion politics had become an imposture, 
controlled by skilful jugglers. ‘ Clever- 
ness’ was the great danger to the 
nation. . . . A short speech at a 
critical moment, and Baldwin, like Joan 
of Arc, had an army behind him. He 
was the man of the hour, not like Lloyd 
George or Birkenhead, but just the 
reverse. He was  ‘anti-clever.’ a 
cuarantee of simplicity, of the beginning 
of a period when English common-sense 
would be able to re-assert itself.” That is 
a fair reading of events. 


SALIENT SENTENCES. 


Here are some judgments from Mr. 
Kircher’s portraits of less strictly political 
persons : — 

Dean INGE: “ Dean Inge personifies the 
British spirit in its original puritanical 
form, and the national feeling on which 
the Church of England is based. He holds 
views that are still held by the English- 
man in his inmost heart. He is a remnant 
of a lost Paradise. The question is 
whether that Paradise can be recovered. 
The Dean is a national Conservative, the 
sworn enemy of all Internationalism, 
whether it comes from Rome, from Moscow 
or Amsterdam, whether of a religious, 
political, or social character.’’ 

Lapy Astor: ‘‘ Lady Astor’s salon is 
one of the few in London that are not 
restricted to the narrow limits of a clique. 
Her social aim may be described as demo- 
cratic. It is consistent with the main 
feature of England’s presént-day policy. 
Lady Astor seats Mr. Clynes beside the 
Duke of Northumberland. She is a social! 
and political link. That is the real pur- 
port of her seat in Parliament.”’ 

Mr. Jack Hopss: ‘‘As a matter of 
fact, regardless of the particular game, 
‘Mr. Hobbs’ is the national.‘ sport hero.’ 
It may be that the English spirit is seen 
at its best in cricket, but whether in the 
form of football, tennis, golf, boxing, or 
racing sport proaaces ture heroes and 
hero worship in England than any other 
pursical or mental pursuit. Even amongst 
cultivated men and wonien few will be 
found who know nothing of the Mr. 
Hobbses, and their daily performances in 
this or that branch of sport or game, but 
there are many who could hardly give the 
names of hall a dozen Cabinet Ministers.’’

Two members of opposing parties in the 
Dail were among the speakers at a re- 
cént nieeting of the Cork Industrial De- 
velopment ‘Association, when a resolution 
was unanimously passed in favour of the 
imposition of a protective tariff on flour 
imported into the Free State. The opinion. 
was expressed that a duty was. essential 
for the preservation of the flour-milling 
in this country, but that it would not 
cause any increase in the price of bread. 

Mr. Liam de Roiste, a former member 
of the Government Party in the Dail, 
pointed out that the Tariff Commission 
was confined to the terms of reference, 
and could not have come to any other de- 
cision than they did in this matter. The 
flour-millers had put forward their views, 
but there were the interests of other 
manufacturers to be considered. He 
thought that the millers’ case alone was 
too. narrow, and the Commission were 
being much influenced by the fact that 
if they gave judgment in favour of them 
they would be injuring some other in- 
dustry. “ If there is to be a real ‘tariff 

licy in this country,” said Mr. de 

iste, “it will have to be on’ national, 
and not on sectional, grounds.”’ 


CONTRASTS IN BREAD PRICES. 


During the course of the discussion the 
desirability of controlling the price of 
bread in the Free te was advocated. 
This matter was mentioned ‘recently in 
this column, when your - corréspondent 
pointed out the great difference that exists | 
between the prices charged to the private 
consumer in the city fof a quartern -loaf 


and the prtices charged to the various 


public institutions. 

Apropos of this, it is interesting to note. 
that the Killarney Mental Hospital Com 
mittee are taking steps to establish a 
bakery at that institution, and have re- 
cently invited estimates as to the prob- 
able cost. Their decision was due to the 
fact that the price of bread supplied to 
the institution was higher than was paid 
by any other Free State mental hospital, 
being 24d. per 4ib. loaf more than at 
Cork, and 33d. more than at Monaghan, 
where the lowest price—sixpence pre- 
vailed. 


REFORMING RUGBY. 


Within recent years much of the rough- 
ness which formerly characterised Munster 
Rugby football has been eliminated. 
With the improvement a higher standard 
of play has been attained, and there has 
been a considerable ‘incréase in the popu- 
larity of the code. The change which has 
taken place is due to the efficiency and 
alertness of referees, whose decisions have 
always aimed at the true interpretation of 
the rules of the game. 

There. is a danger, however, that a 
referee, in his efforts to “ clean up ” the 
game, may incline towards over-strictness, 
and during the past season players were 
ordered to the-pavilion for offences which, 
to spectators: in the vicinity, appeared 
nothing more than robust play, warrant- 
ing at the most a warning. 

ference to the matter was made by 
Mr. J. Macauley at the annual dinner of 
the Garryowen Rugby Football Club, 
Limerick. “ Rugby football,” he said, 
‘‘is a man’s game in the truest sense of 
the term, but when we play a strenuous 
game there-is no necessity that it should 
be a foul or rough game.’’

ART OF ADVERTISING. 

Advertising, as a department of bus 
ness, based on scientific principles, was 
dealt with by Mr. S. J. Coakley, prin- 
cipal, Cork Municipal School of Com- 
merce, at the last meeting of the Cork 
Rotary Club. Mr. Coakley contends that, 
as the advertising is mainly to attract in- 
voluntary attention, the line conveying 
one’s main idea should never contain 
more than four words. Every advertise- 
ment should, he said, have one outstand- 
ing line, to strike the person appealed to. 
and convey the main purpose of the 
advertisement. That simple principle had 
not been generally recognised, and he 
advocated the omission from announce- 
ments of all confused matters. 

The advertisers should also appeal to 
the peculiarities and characteristics of 
those whom they desired to attract. 
Another important point was the forma- 
tion of contacts with other advertise- 
ments and the association of ideas with 
the advertisements arranged. By that he 
meant the hitching of their goods to some 
“ slogan,’” motto, or frequently used 
phrase. This form of appeal was more 
rapidly grasped by the public, but to 
achieve the best possible results they 
must advertise regularly and systemati- 
cally.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 


DUBLIN.

TOLL OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

The deaths from all causes appertaining td 
the undermentioned areas for the week ended 
.May 19th, and for the past four weeks. 
respectively, were equal to the following 
annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 
Eleven town districts, 14.5 and 16.0; Dublin 
Registration Area, 13.9 and 15.5; Dublin 
County Borough, 14.4 and 16.1; Cork, 17.3 
and 18.0; Limerick, 21.0 ‘and 19.4: and 
Waterford 9.8 and 12.2: The deaths from the

eleven town districts during last week were 
equal to an annual rate of 0.6 per 1,000. 
‘Among the 16 deaths from all causes for Lime- 
rick were one from. measles and one from 
whooping-cough, and two of the nine deaths 
lor Galway were from diphtheria. 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
..In the Dublin Registration Area the total 
number of births registered during the week 
amounted to 191—106 boys and 85 girls—and 
the deaths to 139-72 males and 67 females. 
The deaths registered, omitting the~ deaths 
(numbering 26) of persons admitted - into 
public institutions from localities outside the 
area, represent an annual rate of mortality 
of 13.9 per 1,000.of the population. During 
the twenty weeks ended Saturday, May 12th, 
the death rate averaged 17.6, and was 3.1 
below ‘the mean rate for the corresponding 
portions of the ten years 1918-27. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty 
weeks’ was 19.8, and during the corresponding 
periods of the preceding ten years 22.5. 

Included in the 113 deaths appertaining to 
the area are two from measles, one from 
diphtheria, and one from influenza. In the 
‘three preceding. weeks deaths from measles 
“were three, six and six; and deaths from in- 
fluenza three, one and two. There were no 
deaths from diphtheria in the three preceding 
weeks, One death from encephalitis lethargica 
Was registered. 
| ‘Tuberculous’ disease caused 14 deaths (ten 
of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
three from tuberculous meningitis, and one 
from tuberculous osteomyelitis), as against 15, 
14 and nine;.from all forms of tuberculosis 
in the three weeks preceding. 

DEATHS FROM CANCER. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, and 14 
by. diseases or tne heart. There were four 
deaths from pneumonia, comprising one from 
broncho-preumonia, two from lobar pneu- 
monia, and one from pneumonia (not other- 
Wise defined). Bronchitis caused ten deaths. 
Three accidental deaths were registered, two 
of which were caused by drowning and one 
(that of a child aged 14 years) by scalds. 
There was also one case of suicide. - 

Among deaths of infants under one vear 
old, two were due to convulsions, two to 
bronchitis, to premature birth, one to 
congenital malformation, and four to con- 
genital debility. Twenty-four of the deaths 
registered during the week, appertaining to 
the area, were those of children undbtr five 
Years of age, 15 being infants under one year, 
Of whom five’ Were under 6ne month old, and 
32 déatlis Were those of persons aged 65 years 
and upwatds, of whom 25 were 70 vears of 
Age or over. Of the 113 deaths recorded, 
60 occurred in hospitals and other public 
institutions. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND.

THE OPENING. 


Mr. W. J. Gleeson, K.C., who presided at 
the opening ceremony, said that as chairman 
of the committee, he could assure them that 
the bazaar and féte was already an accom- 
success from a financial point of 
(Appaluse.) He never met a more 
zealous or enthusiastic committee than that 
in charge of that bazaar. (Applause.)

The fields 
and site of the abandoned monastery became 
a favourite camping ground of the Irish forces 
in their raids against the Danes, and here 
Brian Boru’s army lay for some time before 
the Battle of Clontarf. 

From the Rattle of Clontarf to the coming 
of the Anglo:Normans the history of Kilmain- 
ham had little of i: for them. For 
safety the monks had removed to Dublin, In 
1174 Strongbow brougiit ovel the Knights 
Templars, and erected a priory .for them on 
the site of St. Maigneun’s monastery. These 
soldier monks were replaced by the Knights 
Hospitallers of St. John of..Jerusalem. The 
latter had a large hospital erected, and had

When the despoiling hand of Henry VIII, 
came the churches and monasteries were 
plundered or destroyed. After almost three 


centuries of turmoil, happier days: came about 
one hundred vears ago, and.the clouds began 
to rise over an enslaved pe ple.

A BRITISH DOUBLES 
VICTORY,

STADE ROLAND GARROS, 
AUTEUIL, Sunday. 

The weather fitted the occasion to-day at 
the Stade Roland Garros, for a holiday spirit 
prevailed, and the large crowd which 
assembled to see the Doubles finals and the 
early matches in the Men’s and Women's 
Singles revelled in summer sunshine. 

The centre court seats were crowded when 
Mrs. Michael Watson and Miss Eileen Ben- 
nett took the court to oppose Madame 
Lalaurie and Mile. Deve in the Women’s 
Doubles final. Last Sunday on the same 
court. the French pair defeated Miss Nuthall 
and Mrs. Lycett, so that France had strong 
hopes that they would repeat their triumph 
and so win back the title won last year by 
Miss E. L. Heine and Mrs, Peacock, of South 
Africa. 

A HOLLOW VICTORY. 

Much to the surprise of the onlookers, how- 
ever, the match fizzled out into a hollow 
victory for the English women, who won 6-0, 
6-2. The French were so slow that the Bri- 
tish had plenty of time to choose their stroke, 
and it was quite enough for Mrs, Watson’s 
drive to be steady and Miss Bennett’s volley 
to be moderately well placed. Pace was not 
needed to make winners. The French women, 
moreover, lost length and accuracy when 
they attempted to outdrive Mrs. Watson, and 
their feeble defence at the net gave the Bri- 
tish the whip hand from the ‘start. 

The next match of note was the Mixed 
Doubles semi-final between Hawkes and Miss 
Boyd and Hunter and Miss H. Wills, which 
the Americans won in straight sets, although 
they had a hard fight. Hunter did not 
appear to the same advantage as when with 
Miss Wills earlier in the week she beat 
Borotra and Madame Bordes. . His driving 
was nearly always too strong, but he was 
more certain in his strokes at the net. Miss 
Boyd played an exceedingly plucky game. She 
showed wonderful anticipation and she fought 
the long rallies with determination and skill, 
which never faltered. In the second set tho 
Americans led 5-3, but the Australians pulled 
up to 5-5, Hunter losing his service for the 
third time during the set. After this, how- 
ever, the Australians could hold out no 
longer, and the Americans took the next two 
games for the set. 

BRITISH PAIR GO OUT. 

The British pair, Gregory and Kingsley, 
who made history by defeating Lacoste and 
Boussus last week, failed to survive their 
semi-final match against Cochet and De 
Buzelet, who won by 3 sets to 1. It is to the 
credit of the British players that they did so 
well against two such marvels at the net as 
the French pair. De Buzelet played just as 
well as his more famous partner, his net 
strokes being clean and incisive, and his 
service dazzling in its severity. Despite this, 
however, the Englishmen put up a sturdy 
defence. Their returns were always modelled 
on good tactics, and Gregory’s drives to the 
corners, and Kingsley’s cross-court shots, 
earned loud applause. 

The French led 4-2 in the third set, but 
Gregory and Kingsley then pulled up to 5-5. 
They broke through Cochet’s service to lead 
at 6-5, and by four magnifieent deliveries, 
which flashed down the court-at great speed, 
Gregory won the set. In the fourth the 
British led 3-1 and 4-3, but at the latter point 
Gregory lost his service game, and then 
De Buzelet. with a series of cannon ball ser- 
vices, gave the French the lead at 5-4. The 
tenth game, which produced some memorable 
rallies,, was won by the Englishmen, 
Kingsley eventually clinching if with his ser- 
vice. Cochet, with some splendidly-placed 
service winners restored the French lead in 
the next game, which was a very brief affair, 
and. with Gregory netting once and twice 
sending out, the French won the next for 
set and match, and thus passed into the final, 
where they will meet Borotra and Brugnon. 

Some surprise was occasioned to-day by 
the announcement that Mlle. Deve, the 
French lady champion,: had withdrawn from 
the Women’s Singles, and so allowed Miss 
Penelope Anderson. 

A FRANCO-BRITIC’'A WIN. 

Cochet went from his Men’s Doubles 
triumph to the Mixed Doubles, where he 
scored another great victory in partnership 
with Miss Fileen Bennett, their victims 
being R. Lacoste and Mlle. Bourgeois. 
Although the Franco-British pair started 
slight gavourites, it was not thought they 
could win by such a convincing margin. At 
the beginning of the first set both Cochet and 
Miss Bennett were inclined to over-drive, 
with the result that their opponents obtained 
a lead of 4-2. 

From that point, however, they recovered 
their form, and won the next four games for 


the set. In the second set matters went 
even better for the Franco-British pair. 
Lacoste and Mile. Bourgeois’s solitary suc- 


cess was the first game which Lacoste won on 
his service. After that they were over- 
whelmed, losing the next six games off the 
reel and the match. 

Lacoste did not play with his usual fire, and 
Mile. Bourgeois seemed disheartened. On the 


other hand, Cochet and Miss Bennett gave 
an exhibition of perfect collaboration. A 
feature of their play was a skilful 


mancuvre which frequently vielded them a 
point. Miss Bennett sent Lacoste a lob, 
which he lobbed back to Cochet, who smashed 
it—usually down the centre. 

Cochet: afd Miss Bennett will now meet 
Miss Helen Wills and F. T. Hunter in the 
final in what should be a sparkling match. 

This, however, will not take place to- 
morrow, when the principal matches will be 
the all-French final of the Men's Doubles 
between Borotra and Brugnon and Cochet and 
R. de Buzelet, and two eagerly anticipated 
singles matches, the first between Miss 
Bennett and Mile Yvonne Bourgeois, and the 
second between Fraulein C. Aussem, of 
Germany, and Mrs, Michael Watson.

Captain Amundsen, interviewed to-day, 
caid that there was no need to believe the 
worst, even if the Italia had not succeeded 
in landing. ‘The airship could remain in 
the air for three or four weeks, and the 
crew had provisions for from four to six 
weeks. Jt was possible that during this 
time the Italia would be able’ to get into 
touch with some civilised region. 


SEARCH BY AEROPLANES. 

It has been decided .that to-morrow 
morning Lieutenant Luetzow Holm shall 
fly from Horten to Tromsoe, where he will 
embark with his aeroplane on board the 
sealer Hobby, which will then leave 
immediately for King’s Bay. From King’s 
Ray Lieutenant Luetzow Holm will make 
a number of flights to the north and north- 
east of Spitzbergen in search of the 
Jtalia. 
The decision to send Lieutenant Luctzow 
Holm was ‘taken at a conference held at 
the Ministry of Defence to consider the 
request of the Italian Minister that a 
relief organisation should be organised. 
Among those present were the Arctic 
explorers, Roald Amundsen, Otto Sver- 
drup, Gunnar Isachsen and Captain Riiser 
Larsen, 
Lieutenant Luetzow Holm is one of the 
most famous of Norwegian airmen. He 
will be followed by other airmen. The 
sealer Hobby is the vessel which brought 
the Polar airmen—Captain Wilkins and 
Lieutenant Eielsen—from Spitzbergen to 
Norway. 


STEAMER TO TAKE PART. 

Lieutenant Holm will use a naval mono- 
bas and will have a mechanic with him. 

e will use the Hobby as his base. © The 
steamer Braganza has been ordered to 
leave Tromsoe for King’s Bay, where the 
captain will confer with the captain of 
the Citta di Milano before leaving again 
for a search of the territory of Spitz- 
bergen. Foreign aeroplanes, either German 
or Italian, will be used for the second part 
of the relief expedition. 

Captain Larsen has asked all the news- 
papers in Northern Norway to publish a 
statement from him asking all Norwegian 
seal-catching and shooting expeditions to 
Franz Josef Land and the White Sea and 
the adjoining stretches of sea to communi- 
cate with him in order to be ready to take 
with them supplies for the use of the 
relief expedition. 

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

The following telegram was received 
from the Governor of Spitzbergen by the 
Minister of Defence at 6.20 this even- 
gs 

“The last report from the Italia was 
received on Friday morning when she was 
north-east of King’s Bay, between Moffen 
Island and North-East Island. Her 
distance from King’s Bay was unknown. 

“At King’s Bay a north-west wind was 
blowing. General Nobile told me upon 
lis return from his first flight towards 
the east that he noticed some open sea 
north of Spitzbergen, but ice conditions 
further north were not known.”’

DISMISSAL OF MAN MAY 
LEAD TO LOCK-OUT. 


There is every prospect of a lock-out of 


weavers at Nelson, Lancashire, as the 
result of the dismissal of a weaver at 


Messrs. Mathers and Company s Scholfield 
Mill for alleged bad work. 

Meetings have been held between the 
Weavers’ Association and the Manufac- 
turers’ Association without a solution 
being found. 

Last week the weavers at the mil] came 
out on strike, and the employers decided 
to lock out the whole of the weavers in 
the grey trade in the town unless the 
strikers went back to work. The Weavers’ 
Association refused to send the weavers 
back. 

Last Saturday night a mass meeting was 
held, when some two thousand weavers 
were present.

It would be difficult to imagine a greater 
contrast in Whitsuntide weather than that 
provided by Great Britain and Ireland 
on Saturday and yesterday. 
Over. a large part. of Southern and 
Central England yesterday was the hottest 
day this year. Blazing sunshine favoured 
the holiday resorts, and sea bathing 
attracted hundreds of thousands.

DEATH UF MR. R. P. 
MAXWELL. 


A MEMBER OF A REMARK- 
ABLE FAMILY. 


The Times, recording the death ot oir. 

Richard Ponsonby Maxwell, C.B.. of Birds- 
town, County Donegal, late Senior Clerk, 
Foreigu Office, who died at his residence in 
Whitehall Court on May 23rd, at the age of 
74, says:—The only son of the Rev. 
| Charleton Maxwell, of Templemore, London- 
derry, by his marriage with a daughter of 
Dr. Richard Ponsonby; Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoe, Mr. Maxwell came of a remarkable 
family. His grandfather, Mr. Peter Benson 
Maxwell, of Birdstown, County Donegal, had 
eight sons, including General Sir George 
Maxwell, who served in the Crimea; and 
General Henry Maxwell, a Mutiny veteran. 
The eldest son, Richard, |>ft the Birdstown 
estate to his brother Robert. who, in turn, 
left it to Mr. R. P. Maxwell, his nephew. 
Birdstown had been in the family for 
centuries. During the stirring times of the 
Battle of the Boyne and the Siege of Derry 
it was invaded. ny the contending soldiers, 
and on the balusters to-day can be seen the 
great notches chipped out by the troopers. At 
this time all the old family silver was buried 
in the large pleasure grounds of the house. 
The Maxwell of those days, owing to the 
troublous times, thought it best to leave it 
buried for a time. e died without reveal- 
ing the hiding place, and though miany 
attempts have been made to find it they 
have been unsuccessful. 
Mr. R, P. Maxwell was born on October 
21, 1853, and went to Winchester as a scholar 
in 1866, the last of Dr. Mobexiy’s head- 
mastership. He was in Paris with his fe ser 
‘in 1870 when the Franco-German . ar broke 
out. He left Winchester in 1872 for St. 
John’s College, Cambridge, and having taken 
his -degree entered the Foreign (ffice in 
1877. Mazwell possessed a singulacly charm- 
ing personality. He was a man of wide and 
cultivated reading, and he had many attached 
friends, notably Si. William Tyrell and the 
‘late Sir Eyre Crowe. He was une of the 
first of the cyclists in the early “rineties, 
and made long cycling tours in france with 
congenial companions. He was « member 
of the Travellers’ and the Kildare 
Clubs.

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s Manchurian 
counter-offensive apparently has not been 
fully launched yet, although heavy fight- 
ing is still being reported by his Northern 
forces. 

The withdrawal of the Northern armies 
is unlikely until a desperate effort has 
been made to break the invédiny line, but 
the chances of this occurring appear to be 
decreasing daily. 

An important development in the 
general situation seems to be a widespread 
increase in the anti-foreign sentiment, 
especially among the younger elements of 
both factions, due chiefly to the determina- 
tion of the Japanese to maintain peace in 
Manchuria. 


JAPANESE AEROPLANES. 
This anti-foreignm development is being 


aggravated by the increasing Japanese 
aerial observations, not only along the 
railway, but across the hundred and 
twenty mile battle line. This aera! 
activity is causing protests from loth 


factions, and has already resulted in much 
firing upon the Japanese aeroplanes, 
although the Japanese have cot dropped 
any more bombs since the Tainfu and 
Yenchow incidents. 

The Protocol] Powers are keenly im- 
terested in this phase of the situation. 
Greater precautions are being taken in the 
Tientsin area owing to the reaction follow- 
ing the Japanese clearance of al! Chinese 
factions in the Tsintao revion. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin has once swore 
announced that he will uphold the 
sovereign rights of Manchurian’ to the 
utmost of his ability. 


LOOTING AT WANHSIEN. 
Telegraphic messages reaching here in- 


dicate an increasingly critical state 
throughout the Upper Yangtsze, while 


lawlessness and looting have now reached 
Wanhsien. ! 

The Japanese forces at Tsingtao have 
been increased to seven thousand five 
hundred men, and all Chinese troops nave 
been ordered to keep clear of a seven-inile 
zone established around the railway 
running from Tsingtao, on the sea coast, 
north to Tientsin. This railway traverses 
the Shantung province, where many of 
the Nationalist troops are still massed. 


VICTORY CLAIMED BY 
NORTHERNERS.

It is learned from trustworthy sources 
that heavy fighting has occurred during 
the last few days on the Peking-Hankow 
Railway front. The Northern authorities 
claim that two divisions launched an 
attack on the Southern forces on Friday, 
which proved successful, and that after 
desperate fighting the defeated Southerners 
are in retreat towards Tingchow. 
The Northern front line is now seven 
miles to the south of Wangtu. 


ANTI-ITALIAN RIOTS 
AT YUGO-SLAVIA, 


CONSULAR BUILDINGS 
ATTACKED.

BELGRADE, Sunday. 
The newspapers report that, following ant- 
Yugo-Slav demonstrations at Zara. Dalmatia, 
during which Yugo-Slav flags were insulted 
and burned by Italian Fascists, violent 
counter-demonstrations have occurred § in 
¥Yugo-Slavia, at Chibenik, Sebenico, Split, 
Spalato, Ljubljana, Laibach, and even in 
Belgrade. In each case the demonstrators 


obliged to use their side-arms to prevent the 
demonstrators from breaking into the houses 
of Itahans. Numbers of demonstrators were 
injured, and several arrests were made. 

In spite of the efforts of the police, assisted 
by troops, the demonstrators succeeded in 
breaking the windows of the Italian Con- 
sulates at Split and Chibenik. At the latter 
place the riots were particularly serious and 
the demonstrators succeeded in breakipg the 
glass fronts of several Italian shops, and 
forced their way into the local agency of the 
Pola Navigation Company. 


ITALIAN ACCOUNT.

A message from Sagreb states that on the 
occasion of a nec egy, | to protest against the 
ratification of the Nettuno Conventions a 
crowd of three hundred persons, shouting and 
singing, and uttering insults, surrounded the 
Italian Consulate at Sebenico. In the absence 
of the Consul, Signor Cavalloro, who was 
away at Spalato, the demonstrators entered 
the garden of the Consulate and broke a 
r.umber of windows and the glass in the front 
door, and damaged the shutters. The secre- 
tary, who was alone in the Consulate with 
his wife, telephoned to military headquarters 
and asked for assistance. The Jugo-Slav 
authorities then despatched police, who dis 
persed the demonstrators.

Wexford County Feis was opened on Sun- 

day at Wexford in most unfavourable weather 
conditions. _ Rain fell heavily almost con- 
tinuously during the day, with the result that 
the attendance was considerably diminished 
compared with previous years, Arrangements 
had been completed for an event which, it 
was generally anticipated, would be on a 
scale larger than ever. The setback due to 
the inclemency of the weather had ' not alone 
a serious effect on the attendance, but also a 
big financial bearing, inasmuch as the event 
has in previous years been responsible for 
the influx of thousands of visitors to the 
town. 
Never before had the population of the 
town entered into the spirit of the Feis with 
such zeal, as from almost every house 
banners and scrolls in Irish were flown, and 
there were arches at different points in all 
the thoroughfares. sú 

Owing to the bad weather the decision to 
open the Feis at the Bullring had to be aban- 
doned. and the ceremony was performed in 
the Theatre Royal, where a large number of 
people assembled. Amongst those present 
were:—Lord Ashbourne, the Rev, J. Butler, 
C.C., President of the Feis Committee; the 
Rev. J. Scott, Adm. ; the Rev. G. J. Murphy, 
C.C.; the Rev L. Allen, C.C.; the Rev. M.

The entries in all the competitions were 
larger than in the past. 

OPENING SPEECH. 

Lord Ashbourne, in opening the Feis, said 
that they were assembled to do solid and 
serious work for Treland, and to place her on 
her feet again, so that she might take her 
place among the nations of the world. They 
also had to realise that so long as he or any- 
one else had to address such a meeting as 
that, or any other meeting, in anything but 
Irish, there was no question of Ireland being 
a nation in the real sense. 

When we say in our movement, Lord Ash- 
bourne continued, that we are non-political, 
even if we try to put it in an original way, 
it is reported with such joy in certain 
papers, that one understands they are hop- 
ing that the old times are coming back 
when a non-political meeting meant one of 
all creeds and classes, in which the chief 
object of ‘those present was to prevent any- 
thing from being done. I want, therefore, 
to explain not what we 1 ean by political, 
but what we do not mean. At the present 
moment most of all the political parties are 
bogged. “here is not any clear Fganmme 
or, if there is, it is not very clear how it 
can be applied in the political world. People 
are stuck, and the result of it is that all 
over the country there is a kind of decline, 
or there appears to be, of national spirit. 
People often speak of it as if the national 
spirit of Ireland was on the wane. I abso- 
lutely disagree with that view. Í want it to 
be clearly understood when we say that 
politics are not allowed on our platform, 
we are not attacking the politicians, and if, 
when the politicians are, in a sense, stuck 
and cannot get any further, it devolves on 
us to carry on the movement of Irish 
nationality towards final victory. It does 
not mean that we hope that the politicians 
will always be stuck. We all hope for the 
day when politicians will come forward with 
a programme and lead Ireland to final vic- 
tory. 

THE SOUL OF IRELAND. 

In the present situation the work lies 
before us, and we have got to see that the 
soul of Ireland is saved. We have got to 
realise in the Irish Ireland movement that 
wo are not merely pushing Irish in order, 
for instance, that children should have a 
good chance of getting employment, but 
that we are at work to save the soul of 
Ireland, to make the people realise that they 
are Irish and nothing else, and cannot be 
anything else. In doing that we are creating 
a concentrated force which, in the end, will 
create an Ireland so self-confident and strong 
that whatever body of politicians comes 
along, or whatever Government comes into 
power, the people of Ireland—not merely 
the twenty-six counties, but the whole of 
Ireland—will be so strong that no body of 
politicians, no band of people working in a 
special way, can stop the people in their 
progress. 

Yontinuing, Lord Ashbourne said that the 
manufacturers should realise the importance 
of the work of the Gaelic League. While dis- 
cussions were going on about what the 
Government should do, or some other Govern- 
ment would do, the industries were declining ; 
and he was told everywhere that there was 
not the demand for Irish produté that there 
had been in the past. Manufacturers had got 
to realise the necessity of encouraging the 
movement of the Gaelic League, and he was 
delighted to find that Mr. Pierce, of Wexford, 
had set an excellent example, , 


THE INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 

A special feature of this year’s Feis was 
an exceptionally fine industrial exhibition held 
in commodious premises on the quay, where 
upwards of fifty stalls were taken by manu- 
facturers. The exhibits were not only repre- 
sentative of industries in the county, but of 
manufacturers in various parts of the Free 
State. The exhibition was opened on Satur- 
day with an imposing procession through the 
town, in which the products of exhibitors 
were shown. 

On Saturday night Mr. Frank G. Twigg, 
Waterford, delivered an interesting lecture on 
“The Decline of Ireland's Industrial Trade 
and Its Causes,’’ and made a strong appeal to 
the people to buy Irish-made goods. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Twigg, 
proposed by Alderman Corish, T.D., and 
seconded by Mr. N. J. Ferizelle, Secretary 
of the County Council.

LACK OF WATER HAMPERS 
FIRE-FIGHTERS,

An insufficiency of water hampered the 
efforts of Freq State soldiers, Civic Guards 
and civilians, who worked for several hours 
last Saturday morning in attempting to ex- 
tinguish a fire which broke out in the farm- 
house of Mr. John McAlester at Faughart 
Hill, three miles from Dundalk. The house 
was gutted. Damage is estimated at several 
thousand pounds. 

The fire originated in the diningroom, where 

a fire had been lighted in the grate. A 
servant girl noticed smoke issuing through 
another room, and Mr. McAlester, who had 
been outside, saw the flames rising to the 
roof. Mr. McAlester, his wife and daughter, 
with the servants raised the alarm, and then 
proceeded to save some of the lighter furni- 
ture. Neighbours helped, and Civic Guards 
and soldiers motored from Dundalk. The 
soldiers had a fire engine with them, but the 
only available water supply was the pump 
in the farmyard, and from this the water 
was carried in buckets. The house could not 
be saved, and much of the heavier furniture 
was destroyed. The flames spread rapidly, 
and the workers had to rush from the top 
rooms to avoid being trapped. 
_ Mr. McAlester is one of the largest farmers 
in County Louth, and his residence contained 
twelve rooms. It is understood that the 
damage is covered by insurance. 


CLARE HOUSE DESTROYED. 


As a result of the chimney taking fire, the 
residence of Mr. Thomas Keating, farmer, 
Kilnaboy, Corofin, was burned last Friday 
evening. The damage is estimated at £500. 


COUNTY WEXFORD FIRE.

MATERNITY MORTALITY. 


A “SAFER MOTHERHOOD ” 
CAMPAIGN IN BELFAST, 
Mrs. M. C. M‘Coubrey presided at a con- 
ference of the Labour Wentn's Advisory 
Council in the Lounge, Wellington Hall, 
Belfast, on Saturday afternoon, when ihe 

following resolution was passed :— 

‘That this conference deplores the high 

rate of maternity mortality in the six coun- 
ties, and urges that immediate steps he 
taken to reduce the death-rate, and »revent 
the unnecessary suffering involved in mother- 
hood. It urges the Ministry of Home Aj- 
fairs to set up a committee to incuire into 
the whole question of improved care at 
child-birth, and during lactation, particularly 
with regard to the following :— 
“(1) Medical inquiry into all deaths due to 
childbirth. (2) Extension of midwifery and 
medical services. (3) Action to induce local 
authorities to put into full operation the 
provisions of the Maternity and Child Wel- 
fare Act of 1918, including ante-natal end 
past-natal clinics. (4) Readjustment and ex- 
tension of National Health Insurance. 

“This Conference further urges that all 
interested in social welfare enter upon a 
campaign for ‘Safer Motherhood.’ ’’ 

THE HIGH DEATH-RATE. 

Mrs. Sam Kyle, moving the resolution, 
said that it was a comprehensive one. This 
movement to rouse public opinion on 
maternal mortality was one spread over the 
whole world, but the women in the six 
counties must do their part, too. It was a 
very urgent one here, for Ulster’s death- 
rate in childbirth was higher than England 
and Wales, about equal with Scotland, and 
higher than Holland and Italy. Maternal 
mortality was preventible, and had not de- 
creased with the general decline of the death- 
rate 

There was more need, Mrs. Kyle thought, 
for a committee to inquire into this question, 
because there was no Ministry of Health in 
Ulster. In Durham County there was a 
medical inquiry into all deaths due to child- 
birth, and there would be great advantages 
to Ulster people if an inquiry were compul- 
sory in this province also. She strongly 
urged the members of her own sex to give 
their whole-hearted support to the ‘* Safer 
Motherhood ' movement, 

Mrs. Boyd seconded. 

STEP BY STEP WITH GRITAIN. 

The Chairman said that this guestivn of 
“ Safer Motherhood’’ was not merely a 
national question, but was being taken up 
by international organisations. At the recent 
meeting in the City Hall Professor Lowry 
said two things were necessary to obtain 
this objective—meney and intelligent public 
opinion. The Labour Women’s Advisory 

ouncil could assist to spread this opinion 
and could help to impress upon the mothers 
themselves to see the importance of this 

uestion. Whilst the Conference welcomed 
the extension of hospital accommodation, this 
was not enough, and she thought they ought 
to try and keep step by step with Great 
Britain in matters of social legislation. The 
Ministry of Health in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment had taken this matter up, and investiga- 
tions were being made in Great Britain in a 
thoroughly scientific manner. 


HUNT FOR PICTURE 
THIEVES. 


VALUABLE CANVAS CUT FROM 
FRAME. 


The theft of a valuable picture from a 
house at Cambridge terrace, Bayswater, 
London, was reported yesterday, and detec- 
tives last night were searching for two men 
suspected of the theft. The picture is by 
Angelica Kauffmann, R.A., 1750, and is en- 
titled “ The Meeting of Edgar and Alfredra 
after the Marriage of Ethelwold.”’ 

The picture had been taken down from 
the wall, laid on a bed, and the canvas cut 
from its massive frame. It is thought that 
the thieves walked boldly from the house, 
one carying the picture under_his arm.

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DANISH GREW’ SAVED, 


RESCUERS AWARDED 
COMPENSATION, 


In the Ballina Courthouse last Saturday 
evening a Court of Arbitration sat, under the 
Mercantile Act, to inquire into a claim made 
by eight men for £200 for saving the lives 
of the Danish crew of the ss. Sine, which 
was bound from Denmark to Ballina, and 
was wrecked in Killala Bay in a storm on 
the night of 6th November, 1927. The claim 
was made against Mr. Isaac Beckett, Ballina, 
the owner of the vessel. 


WAITING AT THE BAR. 

Mr. P. J. Loftus, solicitor, who appeared 
for the claimants, said that the vessel was 
lying in the bay for a few days awaiting a 
favourable spporvenity to cross the bar into 
the River Moy. When the storm arose the 
boat broke her moorings, and was driven 
across the bay. Distress signals were sent 
up, and in the darkness the claimants set 
out from Killala pier in two boats, each 
fourteen feet long and only of four feet 
beam. One of the boats was in an unsea- 
worthy conditon, and a hole in the bottom 
of it had to be stuffed. Water, which 
afterwards poured into the boat, had to be 
constantly teamed out by one of the crew. 

A portion of the sea between two islands, 
which the rescuers had to pass, was in a 
particularly dangerous and treacherous con- 
dition. n several occasions the frail craft 
turned broadside and shipped heavy seas, 
but eventualy the boats reached Bartra 
Island, which was made a base for the rescue 
operations. The crews of the two boats ulti- 
mately established communication with the 
Sine, and by means of a cable the members 
f the crew of the vessel, one by one, slid 
in a cradle along the line until the cradle 
touched the water, and they were then 
rescued by the claimants in a deplorable con- 
dition. The claimants afterwards saved a 
large portion of the cargo, which consisted 
of timber, valued at £35,808 For their 
as conduct each of the rescuers received 
ife-saving certificates and. grants of money, 
and Sergeant.

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THE MAIZE CROP. 


PRICES STILL HIGH. 


. aj 


From the point of view of importing coun- 
tries the. most important maize-producing 
countries at the present time are Argentina 
and a group of countries in the south-east of 
Europe—viz., Rumania, the Kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. The dependence of importers on 
the extent of the harvests in these countries 
is clearly shown by the fact that in recent 
seasons they have together supplied about 80 
per cent. of the total exports from all ex- 
Fe countries, Argentina’s proportion 
being much the larger. Of the remaining 20 
per cent. about one-half has been sent from 
the United States and the Union of South 
Africa, and the balance from a number of 
minor exporting countries such as Kenya, 
Rhodesia, Dutch East Indies, etc 
. The heavy Argentine crop of 1927 was fol- 
lowed by an extremely large export movement, 
with the result that the surplus was rapidly 
exhausted, and in the past three months only 
about 11 million cwt. have been exported 
from Argentina against nearly 30 million in 
the corresponding months of 1927. The 
movement from Danubian countries has also 
been reduced owing to smaller home crops, 
and while the deficiency has been made up 
to some extent by increased exports from the 
United States and South Africa, the total 
ms in the past three months at 25 
million cwt. have been little more than one- 
half of the total supplied in the three months 
ended April, 1927. As a result prices have 
been rising, although quite recently there has 
been some reaction. 

COMING SUPPLIES 

As regards the immediate future it would 
appear that the securing of a crop in Argen- 
tina nearly as good as last year’s, together 
with the possibility of an increased yield in 
South Africa, should provide quite as large a 
supply for importing countries as was avail- 
able at this time last year, although it will 
be some time yet before shipments from these 
new crops reach consuming centres in Europe 
in substantial quantities. Subsequently the 
course of of will depend largely on the 
rogress of the new crops in the Northern 

emisphere, but it is much too early to give 
any indication of prospects in this connection. 

n Great Britain prices of maize com- 
menced to rise in November last, as it became 
clear that the continuance of the heavy rate 
of export from Argentina would tend to cause 
a comparative shortage of supplies before the 
next Argentine crop came on the market. In 
October and the early part of November, 
1927, Argentine maize in London was realis- 
ing little over 8s. per cwt., but four months 
later prices had risen to over lls. per cwt. 
There has been some slight reaction since, 
the average price in London now being 10s. 
7d. per cwt., but this still represents an in- 
crease on the year of 2s. 6d. per cwt. Foreign 
prices are also decidedly dearer on the year. 
the May future at Chicago at 8s. 6d. per 
cwt. comparing with 7s. 5d. a year ago, 
while the June option at Buenos Aires is 7s. 
ld, per cwt. against 5s. 4d. at this time last 
year. Freight rates from Argentina, how- 
ever, are about 8s. per ton (say 5d. per cwt.) 
cheaper on the year. 


GERMANY AND 
POLAND. 


COMMERCIAL TREATY 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


From Ovr Qwn CorRESPONDENT. 
WARSAW, Sunday. 

The negotiations for a commercial treaty 
between Germany and Poland are expected 
to proceed with new speed following the 
victory of the Left in the German elections. 
Victory by the Right would have endangered 
the treaty, as agricultural Germany 1s afraid 
of the competition of Polish food supplies 
and cattle. The Left, which is composed of 
workingmen largely, want cheap food, and 
will thus welcome easy access to Polish 
markets. The treaty is one of the most im- 
portant efforts to re-settle Europe and to 
repair damace done by the war. 

GERMANY'S NATURAL MARKET. 

Poland found herself after the war with her 
old markets gone or dishonoured and forced 
to,seek new ones. For instance, Western 
Poland was the granary and market garden of 
Germany, and is still Germany’s natural 
market. All the principal railways are built 
running eas and west with this trade in 
view. On the other side, Lodz, the great 
textile centre, formerly manufactured for 
the Russian market. Now it ‘has lost 
that market, and is forced to seek new 
markets in the Baltic States, the Balkans. 
and even in the Far East. For successful 
handling of this trade, however, new lines of 
transport must. be developed. Everywhere 
Poland faces the same question. 

COAL TRAFFIC. 

Polish coal used to go to Germany. To- 
day. thanks largely to the English coal strike, 
it is going to the Scandinavian and Italian 
markets. The new port of Gdynia is being 
developed. and is being kept busy with coal 
traffic. So far this traffic is carried by,rail, 
but plans are under way for linking the 
Silesian fields with the Vistula by camal. thus 
providing cheap water traffic to the Baltic..

ing the bonds of friendship which united the 
two countries. These friendly visits and 
meetings-on the field of sport must lead to 
better international understanding among 
different people, and he hoped that the 
Berchem-Antwerp Clubs’ visit was only the 
beginning of many such visits. 

Mr. A. Byrne, T.D., on behalf of Sham- 
rock Rovers’ Football Club, welcomed the

TRADE WITH BELGIUM. 

Mr. ©. Grattan Esmonde, T.D., first in 
English and afterwards in French, extended 
a welcome to the guests, and said that this 
was the first time a Belgian team had visited 
the Free State. By their conduct and per- 
formance in théir match at Milltown they 
had done a great deal to enhance the prestige 
and respect in which Belgium was held in 
this country. “There had been a rapid de- 
velopment in the sporting relations between 
the two countries durin; the last twelve 
months. Possibly not many were 
aware that a few years ago there was a com- 
plete misu: derstanding between the countries 
and that when aite the Irish tronbie the 
Freo State made application for membership 
of the International Federation, the Belgian 
delegates opposed the Free State's admission. 
These misunderstandings had been eliminated, 
and he was glad to say that not only im 
sport, but in trade and commerce and in 
international relationship the communications 
between the Free State and Belgium weve 
rapidly and most amicably developing. 
Belgium was one of the only countries ii 
Europe whose trade with the Free State 10 
both directions had developed in the last few 
years, Belgium also was a country with 
which Ireland had been associated for 
hundreds of years intellectually, and he was 
glad to say that within the last two years 
an ancient Irish college had been reopened in 
Belgium, and Irish students would have the 
great benefit of being associated with that 
great university which is established in 
Belgium at the present time. 


A PUZZLE. 

Mr. J. T. Kelly, Vice«hairman of the 
Council, said that the Football Association 
of the Free State could not allow the visit 
of the Belgian team to Dublin to pass 
without avauing of the opportunity to show 
their appreciation of the generous hospitality 
whieh had been extended to the Free State 
team and officials on the occasion .of the 
international match in Liege earlier in the 
season. ‘He commented on the fact that in 
this country they had only a few of their 
public representatives identified with Asso- 
ciation football, a thing which the Belgian 
and other Continental peoples could not 
understand. In Belgium everybody, from. the 
King down, was identified with the game of 
Association football. i 

Referring to the Tailteann Games, he said 
that they were an admirable institution. 
They were confined to lrishmen and womeu 
who participated in sport in different parts 
of the world, but unfortunately those who 
controlled these games shut their eyes and 
tried to ignore tne fact that not only was 
Soccer football the most popular game in the 
Freo State, as the thousands who played in 
the game and who supported it week in, week 
out showed, but that Soccer was played by 
reat numbers of Irishmen in England, Scot- 
bad and Wales, in the United States and in 
many other countries. Such an attitude pre- 
sented a puzzle to people in countries outside 
the Free State, who regarded Soccer footbail 
as the greatest and most universal football 
sport in the. world. 


NEXT SEASON’S FIXTURE. 


Mr. Brennan thanked Shamrock Rovers 
Club for their enterprise in bringing these 
visitors from Belgium. A lot bad been 
said about the relations between the two 
countries otherwise than in: football. Both 
countries had won their independence. Both 
were small countries, Belgium aad’ got to 
the topmost pinnacle in football, and the 
Free State hoped to get there also, and in 
striving to get there they appreciated the 
helping hand that Belgium had heid out in 
these exchanges on the football tield. sue 
was very glad that the two countries had met 
this year in the international arena, and he 
could assure them that the Belgian inter- 
national team would: be heartily welcomed 
when they came to play in Dublin next 
season. 

During the evening a pleasant n-usical pro- 
ramme was rendered, to which Miss Clarke 
Bain, Messrs. O'Sullivan, O'Shea, Gustaat 
Sarette, and other members of the visiting 
party contributed.

Some of the problems Ecs AgE” Tews 
Foreign Minister were dealt with by M. 
Zaleski, the Polish Foreign Minister, in a 
statement before the Senate Commission for 
Foreign Affairs yesterday. 

An effective foreign policy, he said, was a 
difficult problem, If any proof of that were 
needed one had only to remember the Great 
War. , Had the foreign policy of some States 
been different from what it was, war could 
have been avoided. Post-war policy saw 
both victor and vanquished striving for 
peace. Certain factors, however, militated, 
albeit unwittingly, against efforts for peace. 

One of the chief pillars of peace was inter- 
national economic co-operation. Problems 
such as the distribution of raw material, ex- 
ports, the international movement of capital 
and emigration, had entered’ the lives of 
nations, and the well-being of masses. of 
human beings depended on their settlement, 
The economic power ofa nation was so bound 
up with its political power that a foreign 
policy which did not seek the solution of 
economic problems was valueless. 

ECONOMICS AND POLITICS. 

The close connection between economics and 
politics was noticeable in the case of the 
international steel cartel and the Franco- 
German trade agreement, both of which 
formed a basis for placing relations between 
those countries on a normal footing. Polish 
industry inclined towards agreements with 
foreign industry. 

Financial stabilisation was likewise a 
problem of international co-operation, as wit- 
ness the recent Polish stabilisation loan 
floated on the international market. Inter- 
national financial co-operation was favourable 
towards Poland, and it was a welcome fact 
that France was once more able, through M. 
Poincaré’s policy, to make her voice heard in 
the ** financial concert.” Poland was in- 
terested in agreement and commion action by 
the two chief centres of credit, London and 
New York. 

THE DAWES PLAN. 

War reparations and the Dawes Plan had 
considerable importance in the international 
political field. The total sums of the Dawes 
payments had not yet been fixed, but the 
annual transfers were influencing the economic 
life of Europe.. Voices were frequently 
heard clamouring for a revision of the 
Dawes Plan. That was of interest to Poland, 
firstly, because of the economic and financial 
effect of so vast a problem, and the political 
questions bound up with it. 

Probably, the question of the evacuation of 
the Rhineland was among those political 
questions, linked as it was with reparations 
and with the general state of security which 
directly affected Poland and to which she 
could not be indifferent. 

INTERNATIONAL TRADE. 

_As regarded international trade, the resolu- 
tions of the recent International conomic 
Conference, based on free trade principles, 
were fully approved by Poland, provided they 
met with genera: acceptance. 

So soon as other States gave free trade to 
Poland she would give vent to her own 
predilections in favour of that principle, and 
resume her libera] policy of before the war, 
when, apart from certain’ luxury articles, she 
had no tariff barriers. 

_ Poland, who had abolished most of her 
import prohibitions and had signed the 
League of Nations convention on the subject, 
could not consent to the more important 
Polish. exports, euch as agricultural produce 
and coal, being restricted, while certain of 
her own restrictions were regarded as un- 
justified. Such, ‘however, would be the 
position if she agreed to apply the conven- 
tion fully to-day. : 

TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 

Most, of her foreign trade at present was 
with fairly dietant countries. . Her Eastern 
neighbour possessed an economic structure, 
which rendered free trade difficult, with the 
result that Polish economic relations with 
Russia had to be guided by State regulation, 
and not by the norma! laws of supply and 
demand. 

Nevertheless, Poland's trade with Russia 
had increased during the past few years, 
though it was still below the pre-war level. 
That was due to two factors—the first, that 
Soviet trade was the tool of foreign policy, 
and was not always dictated by purely 
economic considerations; and the second, that 
the internal structure of the Soviets, whose 
trade was conducted on State lines, to the 
complete exclusion of private enterprise, 
rendered trade difficult. 

THEORY AND PRACTICE, 

In the same way, the Polish Government 
was anxious for the conclusion of trade 
negotiations with Germany. She held that 
economic problems interested the two 
countries, and were the keystone of a future 
treaty, and that it was wise not to link them 
up with current political problems, 

Those difficulties, which were met with in 
the settlement of trade relations, ehowed the 
discrepancies which often existed between 
theory proclaimed on the international terrain 
and practice as applied by the various States. 


IRISH PROSPERITY. 


VALUE OF A FACULTY OF 
COMMERCE, 

Presiding at a dinner given at the Victoria 
Hotel, Cork, on Saturday night to the 
Faculty of Commerce of University College, 
Cork, Mr. J. C. Foley said that the 
inaugural idea of the function was to invite 
senior students of the Faculty to meet the 
captains of industry in social intercourse. 
They had with them leadin lights of Uni- 
versity College and leading business men of 
the city to give expression to their views on 
many problems affecting the economic 
welfare of the country to-day. He was a 
great believer in the future prospects of the 
country and in the future of Cork. (Ap- 
plause.) What they wanted to-day, more 
than anything else, was co-operation and 
co-ordination of effort, and greater self-con- 
sciousness for promoting the prosperity of 
the country. 

He advocated preliminary training if they 
were to have successful business men in the 
future, and said that through the Faculty of 
Commerce they could obtain more accurate 
information, more scientific investigation and 
material for constructive criticism for the 
solution of the important problems confront. 
ing them. Such accurate information acted 
as a check on unwise legislation, and placed 
at a discount the man who could contribute 
nothing better than mere platitudes.
